There is some danger that public atten- 


tion will be diverted from the investiga- 
tion at Little Bock by the animated dis- 
cussions of national, state and municipal 
interests DOW going on at Washington 
and Albany and in this city. Such neg- 
lect would be unfortunate, for though 
the committee's report will ultimately be 
the subject of vigorous debate in Con- 
gress, the first vivid impression produced 
by oral testimony cannot always be re- 
vived. It has already exposed the dis- 
honest pretense of the Arkansas author- 
ities that they have been making a costly 
and vigorous pursuit of the murderers of 
John M. Clayton, and revealed them iu 
the attitude of men eager to be beguiled 
by absurd theories and put on false 
scents. It has disclosed the deliberate 
ness of the plot to reverse the result of 
the elections in his district and the com- 
placency with which that reversal WHS 
accepted by the successful minority. It 
has unveiled the revolting inhumanity of 
a community of white persons secretly 
rejoicing in the assassination of a polit- 
ical adversary, and incapable even of ae 
cent offices to the dead or compassion for 
the living. It has not yet confronted the 
murderers with conclusive proof of their 
guilt, but it has shown that the man who 
was most efficient in screening them was 
one of the two men who gained most by 
the death of Clayton.

THB inequality of wealth is not ae great 


as is commonly believed. The benefit of 
wealth is not as unequally distribuied as 
its ownership. Prof. Newcomb, in the 
North American Review, illustrates this 
fact by pointing out the miser, who lives 
in a garret, [sleeps on a mat, eats cold 
victuals, diesees in rage, and dies worth 
a million. He is a rich man, and yet he 
is pitiably poor, for in point of fact if all 
his earnings had been taken from him us 
fast as he earned them he would have 
been individually no worse off than he 
was. Take next a professional man, who 
lives in a rented house, uses rented furni- 
ture, lives luxuriously, paying next week 
for the food he has consumed thia week, 
and dies in debt for his last week's pro- 
visions and hia last suit of clothes. Thie 
man lived and died poor, but he enjoyed 
all the benefits of wealth as though he 
had been a capitalist. It will be seen 
from this illustration that one reason, nt 
least, why the poor tend to be poorer ie 
because the poor are learning how to en- 
joy wealth without owning it, by Jiving 
up to the very full extent of their in- 
come, instead of leaving money to their 
heirs. 


THIS "original package" case is ex- 


plained in a nutshell by the Iowa State 
Enquirer as follows: "We understand it 
to mean that the State cannot intercept 
a shipment of liquor from a dealer out- 
side the state to a consumer within it. 
A, a resident of Iowa can order a case of 
beer or a pint flask or a gallon jug of 
whiskey in another state, and the dealer 
must be allowed to deliver it to him. But 
after they have come into possession of 
A, and the inter-state transaction has 
been terminated. A is Jnot at liberty to 
sell them to B, even if he does keep them 
in the original package in which they 
came to him. The moment that the 
liquor comes into the possession of A it 
becomes a part of the general property of 
the state, over which the state has con- 
trol, and is, therefore, subject to such, 
rules and regulations as it may make 
So there need be no fear that stores will 
be opened in the cities'for the general 
sale of liquor in original packages."

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., May 9.—A spe- 


cial from Norwich states that the Che- 
nango County Poor-house burned Wed- 
nesday night at eleven o'clock and that 
the liven of seven inmates of the Insti- 
tution were lost. The fire started in 
the insane department. 
* 


Deborah Dibble was one of the old 


women in the idiot ward of the county 
poor house of Chenango County at Pres- 
ton. All her life she has been an in- 
veterate smoker and clung with obsti- 
nate tenacity to an old clay pipe which 
was given to her about a year ago. She 
was smoking away about half-past 
eleven o'clock last night whan the night 
keeper passed through the ward on a 
tour of inspection. Everything was all 
right and old Deborah Dibble was the 
only person awake. 


Half an hour later a shrill scream was 


heard and a bright light shone out from 
the windows of the ward in the right 
wing. When the keepers reached the 
idiot ward, they found old Deborah Dib- 
ble lying on the bare floor wrapped in 
flames, while the other poor idiots ran 
to and fro, trying to escape the flames, 
which were licking the bed clothing and 
curling about the few bits of furniture 
In the apartment 
So fierce was the 


beat, and so rapid had the fire, which 
was started by tie embers of old De- 
borah Dibble's pipe spread, that the 
keepers were compeled to retreat to 
savo themselves. A few of the Idiots, 
babbling and jabbering, ran with the 
keepers, who cried the alarm as they 
went 


All around were farmhouses, and mes- 


sengers were sent for help. The luna- 
-tics were released from the different 
wards as soon as possible. Altogether 
there were about twenty, and it wag 
feared that if they mingled with the 
more tractable patients there would be 
a general stampede. The majority ol 
the violent ones, however, made direct- 
ly for the woods, and for hours after- 
ward they could be heard screaming 
and yelling In the adjacent forest. 


Attention was given to the saving of 


life, and the nurses and keepers worked 
with a will to get the poor wretches out 
In their yvild efforts to escape some of 
the patients were badly burned. Those 
in the poor wards were all saved with- 
out trouble, as that portion uf the 
building was furthest removed from the 
wing where the flro started. 


About tyvo o'clock the building began 


to crumble and succumb to the fury of 
the fire. 


It was an awful night for the nurges 


and attendants. 
They hardly knew 


what to do or which way to turn, until 
finally some half-dozen farmers offered 
their houses and barns aq places ol 
refuge for the imbeciles. The doors of 
the two little churches were thrown 
wide open, and temporary hospitals ar- 
ranged. Some of the patients were so 
badly burned that they fell to the 
ground as soon as they reached a place 
of safety. 


There is still a considerable number 


of violent patients In the woods. Most 
of those who escaped had been kept in 
the closest confinement on account of 
the peculiar nature of their maladies, 
and it is not at all safe for them to be 
at large. The possee of the sheriff is 
scouring the entire country in searoh of 
the fugitives. 
Tyvo of tho seven who 


were captured were found miles away, 
and resisted vigorously before they al- 
lowed themselves to be retaken. 


to open the door and rescue the poor in- 
mates, who were all securely shut la 
their cells as usual, but wa» driven back 
by the heat and smoke. I saw the poor 
idiot! were doomed, and that nothing 
could save them. I then ran out and 
gave the alarm, went to my room, 
pulled on my trousers and then ran 
through the corridors and aroused the 
paupers, telling them as plainly as I 
could, what had happened. 
In some 


instances the poor people were dazed 
and it was necessary to carry them 
bodily from the house and turn them 
loose in the yard and fields. There 
were twelve inmates in the idiot asy- 
lum, and they must have been overcome 
by the heat before I awakened, for I 
heard nothing from them, and they 
must have been roasted like pigs in a 
hot 
We have done the best we could 


for the poor unfortunates who were res- 
cued 
by 
quartering 
them in the 


churches, hotels and houses in the vil- 
lage, and the good people are minister- 
ing to their wants. How the fire orig- 
inated is a mystery to myself as well as 
every one else. It must have been a 
case of spontaneous combustion."

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 9.—The fore- 


noon session of the Clayton-Breckin- 
ridge investigation yesterday was en- 
livened by the introduction of Powell 
Clayton as a witness Hig testimony 
related principally to the killing of old 
man Hooper, father of Tom Hooper, 
now dead, who has been accused oi 
killing John M. Clayton, out of revenge. 
Powell Clayton, who was Governor in 
1868, 
swore his brother had nothing to 


do with Hooper's murder. The State 
militia also was not concerned in tbe 
crime. Hooper, he claimed, had been 
shot by negroes in Conway County be- 
cause of the part taken by him in the 
prosecution of the race. 


Major Clifton R. Breckinridge was 


called to the stand by his own counsel 
for the purpose of telling whether or 
not he had, previous to the election, 
taken any steps to prevent fraud at the 
polls. He replied that he had very 
carefully 
cautioned 
tbe 
politicians 


against crooked work. 
When asked 


why he suspected any thing of the 
kind, he replied he overheard Bob Pate 
and Oily Bentley joking about a "little 
horse play" that had boon made at the 
September election. 


A large number of voters from vari- 


ous points in tho districts were exam- 
ined, and a number of election irregu- 
larities brought to light. 


At the session last night Ex-Senator 


Matthew, of Pine Bluff, a prominent 
Democrat, testified that when he heard 
of the stealing of the ballot-box at 
Pluromerville, he told John M. Clayton 
that he would pay the expenses of any 
man he might select to go to Plummer- 
ville and take depositors to see how 
each man voted. He told him that Mr. 
Breckinridge, would agree to that. Mr. 
Clayton, he said, made no definite an- 
swer at that time, but afterward Clay- 
ton said he had decided to make the 
contest in a legal way at his oyvn ex- 
penae. 


Oliver Bentley, of Morrlllton, was 


strongly suspected of being concerned 
in tbe murder, but last uight six wit- 
nesses swore that Bentley was at Mor- 
rillton on the night of Clayton's assas- 
sination. 


W. J. Stours, of Morrllltown, Captain 


of the militia company at that place 
swore positively that the company was 
not used for the purpose of carrying 
Conway County for the Democrats. He 
swore the State arms were locked in 
the armory at the time of the Presi- 
dential election and were not removed 
until some time afterwards. 


At nine o'clock last night the com- 


mittee was still engaged in examining 
witnesses regarding the whereabouts of 
Bentley the night Clayton was killed. 
The tiroof so far g»es to establish an 
alibi. The committee made no effort to 
get through last night.

A BLOW AT THE TKUSTS. 


Bait Brought to Annul the Charter oi 


th« Standard Oil Company. 


COLUMBUS, 0., May 9.—Attorney-Gen- 


eral Wataon, on behalf of the State, be- 
gan in the Supreme Court yesterday a 
lawsuit which will probably attract 
more attention than any other ever flled 
in Ohio. It is against the Standard Oil 
Company, and iia object is to oust that 
company from doing business in Ohio. 
The petition sets forth that the com- 
pany wag incorporated under Ohio lawa 
February 10, 1870, with a capital of 
81,000,000, to manufacture petroleum 
and deal in its products, with principal 
offices at Cleveland; that on two subse- 
quent occasions its capital stock was 
increased, until in 1882 it was $3,500,000. 
Up to that time it had pursued the 
legitimate objects of its incorporation; 
hu,t It was then merged with other con- 
cerns into a trust, the object of which 
was to control the production and the 
price of petroleum in the United States. 
The parties to the agreement of the 
trust, as set forth in the petition are 
divided into three classes: First, cor- 
porations; 
second, individuals, and 


third, portions of corporations and part- 
nerships. The parties to the agree- 
ment elected nine trustees, to whom 
they conveyed all their interests and 
property, real and personal. The trus- 
tees a»sumed control and management 
of the entire interests of the trusts. 


It is claimed, on the part of the State, 


that, by entering into this trust agree- 
ment, the Standard Oil Company sur- 
rendered its property to the nine trus- 
tees and was a party to the formation of 
a trust which is injurious to trade and 
commerce. The petition is a very long 
one, but stripped of its legal verbiage 
is as follows: That by entering into 
the trust agreement with other corpora- 
tions the Standard Oil Company vested 
all property in the board of trustees of 
the trust, and thus annulled the corpor- 
ate rights conferred upon it by the 
State of Ohio. 


Attorney-General Watson says he was 


not instigated to brintr suit by any 
other oil dealers. 


A Cheeky Appeal. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—Copies of an 


appeal containing the signatures of 1,- 
654 citizens of San Francisco, praying 
for Federal aid, hare been received by 
members of the Senate and House. The 
appeal is addressed to the President of 
the United States and to the Senate and 
House of Representatives. It states 
that: 
"Owing to unprecedented bad 


weather, the evils on competition, and, 
most of all, a vicious financial system, 
the petitioners find themselves and 
their families, with thousand* of their 
fellow citizens, In a condition of help- 
less destitution. 


"We 
hav'j appealed to our local 


authorities 
and 
fellow-citizens 
In 


vain," says the petition. "Compara- 
tively nothing has been done. A few 
thousand dollars have been subscribed, 
giving work to some thousand of the 
more fortunate of the many thousand 
sufferers among us. This assistance 
having apparently exhausted the means 
or willingness of those who could assist 
us, we turn with anxious hearts to the 
Federal Government, trusting and hop- 
ing that the Government can and will 
aid us in our dire distress." Tbe peti- 
tioners suggest that 85,000,000 be loaned 
the city and county of San Franoltoo 
until the California Legislative can 
meet and 
pass 
an 
enabling 
act 


for the city and county to issue bondi 
covering the amount at two pur cent 
per annum to be made payable to till 
United States Government 


The Heliograph System. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—An official dis- 


patch received at the Signal-offiot yes> 
terday from General Qreeley, at Port 
Bayard, N. M., was transmitted from 
Fort Bayard to Presoott, Ariz., a dis- 
tance of six hundred miles, by tbe he- 
liograph ic system of flashes of sunlight 
This system was successfully used by 
General Miles in the Apache campaign, 
and is now in operation over a line of a 
thousand miles in Arizona and New 
Mexico. It is used quite extensively 
in the British army, and by some othei 
foreign powers. Besides filling a long- 
felt want in army movements o§ tbe 
plains, it will probably be adopted for 
transmitting election returns from back 
counties.

A Belle of 1843. 


In the mail yesterday Justice Curtis 


received a document from his nephew 
Sterling P. Curtis, of Oakland, 111., which 
carried the 'Squire back to the days when 
he was yonng and active and when he 
was an expert in handling the willow 
while "teaching the young idea how to 
shoot" It was a schedule signed by him 
for wages due him as a school teacher 
at Independence, now Oakland, Coles 
county, III., for the month of October, 
1843. The wnting is distinct although 
the paper is yellow with age. It shows 
that Mr. Curtis was allowed $20.86. It 
is endorsed by Dr. H. Rutherford, William 
Patten and J. J. Pemberton. At that 
time 'Squire Curtis was 20 years old. He 
prizes the schedule very highly, and will 
have it framed and hnng np in his apart- 
ments. He says he taught at old Inde- 
pendence nine months and had 60 to 125 
pupils, many of them over six feet tall.

I expected to reach the 
block on Wood street, between South 
Main and Water, at 3 or 4 o'clock, and at 
noon I told Manager Martin, of the De- 
catnr Short Line street railway, that I 
would be there at that time. He paid, 'I 
will be therewith my men and take care 
of the wires.' He also made the same 
promise to Mr. Mills. I got there at five 
minutes past 4 o'clock and waited one 
hour and fifteen minutes with nine men 
for Mr. Martin to come. He did not come 
until Mr. Mills went after him. The 
guy wires were then taken down and the 
house waa moved ae far as possible be- 
fore 630 o'clock. Weoouldgo no fur- 
ther, aa the city electric light wires were 
ahead and could not be interfered with 
at night. The foregoing are the facts ia 
the ease. There waa no feeling in the 
matter on my part Mr. Itilla wat to 
look after the detaila, and my arrange- 
ment i> amply to more tbe howe."
